ANNGAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board ‘of; Hducation; 
OF THE 


TOWN OF BRENTWOOD, 


The School Board respectfully submit the following report , 
for the year ending March 1, 1889: 

Whole number of children between the ages of five and fif- 
teen years, as enumerated by the Selectmen, in the month of 
April, 1888, was 127 ; boys, 70; girls, 57. Whole number of 
scholars, not less than five years of age, who have attended 
school in town, £51. 


SCHOOL NO. 1. 


This school was taught for the entire school year by Miss N. 
M. Chase. ‘The success of Miss Chase as teacher of this 
school for the summer and fall terms of 1887, gave us good 
reason to expect equally satisfactory results to follow her labors 
in the past year ; in this we were not disappointed ; the school 
showed a lively interest in the studies pursued, and the teacher 
a no less lively interest in the progress of the school. 
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SCHOOL NO. 2. 


This school was taught by Mr. Samuel Taylor of this town. 
The school was conducted under the conviction that education 
is something more than merely learning by rote what text 
books may say ; that in addition to a thorough knowledge of 
the subjects studied, there should be such discipline of the 
mental powers as shall best qualify the student to discharge the 
duties of good citizenship intelligently and worthily. 


SCHOOL NO. 3. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Lillian 
Perkins. The school, under her charge, made good progress ; 
before the commencement of the fall term, Miss Perkins re- 
signed, and Miss Elizabeth Stevens of this town was employed 
to teach the school for the remainder of the year, this was her 
first attempt at teaching; Miss Stevens showed an earnest 
desire to do her duty faithfully and well, and the school showed 
such progress as to warrant us in believing that, with larger ex- 
perience, Miss Stevens will be an accomplished teacher. 


SCHOOL NO. 4. 


Both the spring and fall terms of this school were taught by 
Miss Marion Hilliard. The qualifications of Miss Hilliard were 
well known to us before she began this school ; and we found 
in the order of the school, and in the zeal and interest, both of 
teacher and scholars, sufficient proof tat Miss Hilliard had not 
mistaken her vocation. 

SCHOOL NO. 5. (County Farm.) 

This school has been taught by Hattie A. Tucker and Grace 
M. Boody ; kind and faithful teachers.
